(The following letter has been 
written by James Seldon, New- 
market high school boy, a mem- 
ber of the official Canadian dele- 
gation to the coronation.) 

The week after coronation we 
attended a service in Westmin- 
ster in the coronation setting. We 
occupied the seats of the peers, 
and the girls those of the peer- 
ess'. The sermon was preached 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. 

When the service was over we 
had the most wonderful surprise. 
After packing a haversack with 
pajamas and toilet articles, we 

were driven by bus to Ports- 
mouth and were assigned to ships 
of the fleet. I was assigned to the 
destroyer 'Glow-worm' and on 
my arrival on board was met by 
the captain (who introduced him- 
self as lieutenant-commander). 

Not realizing he was the cap- 
tain, I was quite at ease with 
him. He regretted that he was on 
his way to shore, and turned me 
over to one of his lieutenants. 
By this time it was almost II at 
night but the stewards had din- 
ner prepared for me in the offi- 
cers' ward room, and what a din- 
ner! Soup, roast beef, mashed po- 
tatoes, green peas, spinach, fruit 
cocktail and cake with custard 
sauce. 

By this time I was ready for 
bed and asked to be shown to 
my hammock. Lieut. Woodhouse 
laughed and asked me if 1 ex- 
pected to sleep in a hammock. He 
showed me up to the bridge and 



to my cabin. Oh boy! It was the 
captain's sea-cabin, a fine bed, 
hot and cold running water, and 
a fine view over the rest of the 
fleet. 

I awakened next morning with 
the steward bending over me 
With a cup of tea. My shaving 
things were laid out, my basin 
full of hot water, and my shoes 
blackened. Then I had break- 
fast with two lieutenants, kip- 
pers, ham and eggs, and toast and 
coffee. During the day I had the 
freedom of the ship and examin- 
ed it from top to bottom. 

During the afternoon the royal 
yacht came by. It was a marvel- 
lous spectacle. The crews of all 
the ships stood at the rail and 
cheered as it passed. It was won- 
derful. When this was over there 
was a fly-past of 180 airplanes. 
I was then invited to the cap- 
tain's room to have a glass of 
sherry -with the captain and 
some of his friends. They were 
very eager to know about Can- 
ada. 

At ten o'clock the demonstra- 
tions began. The ships were all 
illuminated. Then these lights 
Went out and the searchlights be- 
gan to play. It was a breath-tak- 
ing sight. Then came the fire- 
works, and after this the illum- 
inated ships again. 
t It was two o'clock before I got 
(o bed and I had to be up at six 
a.m. next morning to return to 
shore. I could have spent at least 
three weeks on that boat.

In a souvenir booklet, marking 
the completion of ten years since 
the reopening of Pickering Col- 
lege, Headmaster Joseph McCul- 
ley tells the story of the reopen- 
ing. 

"It was around the kitchen 
stove in a certain camp in north- 
ern Ontario that a number of us 
were sitting one cool August eve- 
ning in the early twenties," he 
writes. "Somehow or another the 
talk drifted to education and 
from education in general to an 
ideal boys' school. The sugges- 
tion was made at that time that 
such a school, to be thoroughly 
Canadian in its feeling and out- 
look, would have to be located 
in the atmosphere of the Canadi- 
an North woods. It was to be a 
school of friendly, informal rela- 
tionships between staff and stu- 
dents engaged in mutually inter- 
esting activities and dominated by 
the high purpose of making a 
vital contribution to Canadian 
education and living. 

"The fire in the kitchen stove 
burned low and all of us sought 
our beds. The dream faded. 

"For various reasons the ideal 
school of our fireside chat that 
night found no opportunity of re- 
alization for a year or so. While 
I was a student in Oxford tt num- 
ber of those who had been associ- 
ated with Pickering College in 
the years prior to 11)17 began to 
envision the possibilities of re- 
opening the school. As events 
subsequently worked out, I wrote

a well marked brown color, be- 
coming muddy, then becoming 
clear as it is allowed to run for 
five or ten minutes. 

"So, the water and light com- 
mittee is taking advantage of 
the present plentiful supply of 
water on hand, and is having all 
the mains thoroughly flushed

There is much talk about the movement of 
industry and people away from the city. That 
does not mean that the cities ace going to become 
smaller. That is merely an indication that the 
cities are growing and are going to grow still 
more. The establishment of a new airport in Tor- 
onto, for instance, means that Toronto has be- 
come the province's capital on one more score. 
There is a new reason to take people to Toronto. 
If you want to go by train to Vancouver, you can 
flag the train and go direct. If you want to go 
to Vancouver by air, you will first have to go to 
Toronto. As Toronto becomes continually more 
important, more careful planning of the city v/ill 
become necessary to permit reasonably quick mo- 
tor contact with, for instance, the city airport. 
Within a few years Newmarket and other towns 
no farther away will have become important 
residential suburbs and the Toronto business men 
who live here will demand quick through routes 
to their downtown offices. Of course, Newmarket 
or Queensville may have an airport some day, 
but a local airport is not likely to be even a flag- 
station on the trans-Canada route. 



CONGRATULATIONS, PICK BRING t 

Pickering College is completing a decade since 
its doors reopened under the leadership of Head- 
master "Joe" McCulley. Mr. McCulley declares 
that he realized that there v/as no place for just 
another boys' school. "It v/as to be a school of 
friendly, informal relationships belv/ecn staff and 
students engaged in mutually interesting activi- 
ties and dominated by the high purpose of making 
a vital contribution to Canadian education and 
living." To what extent Mr. McCulley has suc- 
ceeded is a familiar story to Newmarket and dis- 
trict people. Few, if any, other schools achieve, 
such a man-to-man attitude between staff and 
students. Few, if any, other schools pay so much 
attention to the individual student and his pecu- 
liar twists and slants. . 

We Wouldn't Compare 

We arc thinking of other private schools. We 
would not venture on a comparison with our high 
schools. There are few private schools in Canada, 
and the reasons are two: parents must support 
high schools anyway and usually cannot afford 
private schools; and the high standard of the high 
schools. It is no secret, however, that private 
schools can afford projects of educational value, 
such as Pickering's annual ski trip to Limbcrlost, 
which arc out of the question for public schools. 
A private school takes the role of both high school 
and home. If a private school is poor, there is 
tragedy indeed; but if it is good, inspired by high 
motives and high common sense, its students arc 
very fortunate, for there is just as much or more 
opportunity for education in non-scholastic pur- 
suits as in scholastic. 
Sphere Of tntimme* 

What Pickering has done In providing both 
home and school for boys from other centres is 
not nearly so important to us, however, as what 
Pickering has by her influence, her friendship for 
every community educational movement, done for 
this district. The people of northern York county 
Tire intellectually keen and not a little of the 
credit for this interest in learning must be given 
to Pickering College's activities of the last ten 
years.

think he is likely to suggest clipping the league's 
wings. He would not be revealing his usually 
shrewd capacity for guessing Canadian public 
opinion. The alternative to league sanctions and 
collective security is the old system of military 
alliances and that horrible thing called war. It 
is interesting to see that the league has at last 
taken a stand on the Spanish civil war. The 
league's declaration that the democratically elect- 
ed government of Spain is the legitimate govern- 
ment of the country should help to bring the civil 
war to a close, even though that legitimate gov- 
ernment's political and social philosophy may not 
meet with the approval of other nations. 



A SCOT AND A WELSHMAN 

Ramsay MacDonald has been one of the most 
colorful figures to cross the British political stage 
since the beginning of the century. As Disraeli 
and Gladstone were the most colorful of the Vic- 
torian politicians, Lloyd George and MacDonald, 
in our opinion, have been the most colorful of 
our time. We are sorry to see MacDonald retire. 
We are sorrier that he did not retire before he 
deserted labor to join the national government 
(formed to save the gold standard, lived to find 
Britain more prosperous without it). We have 
always admired MacDonald since we first became 
aware of him as leader of the opposition in the 
British commons in 1922, and as prime minister 
in 1924. The world acclaimed the man who had 
outlived the wartime unpopularity caused by his 
pacifist views. It is interesting to recall that our 
other hero, who prosecuted the war MacDonald 
didn't like, David Lloyd George, made himself 
even more unpopular during the Boer war. Lloyd 
George with his pre-war legislation crippling the 
house of lords, inaugurating old age pensions and 
heavy land taxes did more for the cause of labor 
probably than did MacDonald. 

Loyalty To Ideals 

Macdonald makes us think of Barrie's play 
"What Every Woman Knows." We are not sure 
of our facts but we have always understood that 
MacDonald owed a great deal of his personal suc- 
cess to his wife, who unfortunately did not live 
to see him "arrive." If she had lived, perhaps her 
husband and son would never have become mem- 
bers of what has really been a Conservative gov- 
ernment. There is no harm in membership in or 
support of a Conservative government, but one 
does not like to see men who profess to believe 
in socialism deluding themselves into thinking 
that they can bring it about in co-operation with 
those who are opposed to socialism and all its 
works. Nor does one like to see men deserting 
those who had stood shoulder by shoulder with 
them in fighting labor's battles throughout the 
years. We may ridicule socialism as we please, but 
when v/e desert it we desert Christian idealism. 

A Lossie Loon 

The story might have been different had Mac- 
Donald's wife lived. MacDonald once said, when 
it was suggested that he should accept member- 
ship in the house of lords: U A Lossie loon I was 
born; a Lossie loon I will die." Of the meaning 
of "loon" we are not quite sure (our oatmeal be- 
ing several generations back); but we now read 
that MacDonald is not accepting a peerage only 
because it would interfere with the career of his 
son, Malcolm, who would have to leave the com- 
mons on the death of his father. Yes, we think 
of Barrie's play. 

What Every Woman Knows 

You remember the story. We haven't a copy 
of the play to refresh our memory, but briefly 
the story was of a poor Scottish boy who had 
ambition to learn but Jacked books and the means 
to go on with his studies. He broke into a home 
Where there were books to study at night. Once 
he was caught by the men of the house, whose 
daughter and sister, Maggie, "had charm for 
none." The men bargained with young Thomas 
Shand that they would not prosecute him and 
that they would pay his way through university 
if he would marry Maggie. He agreed and he got 
a very fine wife. But he got to thinking, after 
he had attained considerable success in public 
life, that he could get along without her. 

A Vision That Became Ineffective 

But his speeches lacked that sparkle they were 
v/ont to have. They lacked those "Shandisms" 
that were so widely quoted, but, lo and behold, 
when Thomas Shand and his wife became recon- 
ciled, and Maggie began again to act as his sec- 
retary, the "Shandisms" returned to his speeches 
and Thomas Shand, M.P., was a success again. 
Men as a class are so pig-headed and conceited 
that they do not realize how much of their suc- 
cess they owe to unobtrusive wives. We do not 
say this of MacDonald, for he went to his greatest 
successes after his wife had gone, but had she 
lived we feel that MacDonald's youthful vision of 
equal opportunities for Britain's working folk 
would have Jived longer, and the lovable Ram- 
say would have accomplished more of real value. 
He, rather than Stanley Baldwin, might have been 
the most popular man in Britain today. 






HEALTH OF TUB RURAL CHILD 

(A contributed editorial by Kitty Willows, Cedar 
Valley) 






Jt is suggested in the press that lit. Hon. Mac- 
kenzie King, prime minister of Canada, is being 
pressed by the British government to take the 
leadership in suggesting, in the imperial confer- 
ence, that the British Commonwealth nations 
favor the deletion of the sanctions clauses from 
the League of Nations covenant, That is n compli- 
cated sentence, but not as complicated as the in- 
i tcrnalional situation. Rather than go back and 
' rc-writc it, we will go on and expand it. Mr. 
King's government reproved its representative ut 
Geneva, Dr, Riddel), for suggesting, at the time 
of the Abyssinian troubles, that the league should 
apply oil sanctions agninst Italy. Canada was 
ready to apply Ineffective, friendly sanctions 
against Italy, hut nothing that would bo really 
embarrassing. 
ITnpteaftant Alternative 
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An opportune time is at hand for the Women's 
Institutes of the district to work for the better- 
ment of the health of the rural child. 

The increased remuneration of the health offi- 
cers of the townships should rouse their en- 
thusiasm to make their townships as healthy a 
place in which to raise children as the urban 
centres. 

The medical health officer with the co-opera- 
tion of the Women's Institutes could arrange 
health centres where children could be examined 
by doctors and dentists and parents advised of 
their needs. 

The arranging of groups for minor operations 
and dental core could reduce the expense nnd 
make these services possible for the average rural 
child. 

Many a farm child is being handicapped 
throughout life because the generations of inde- 
pendence make the farmer unwilling to ask free 
services though he continually pays for others. 

No greater work for the farm child could be 
accomplished than to bring proper medical and 
dental enro for his children within the farmer's 
income. Many organizations have been helping 
provide the children of urban centres with health 
services but. the children of the townships have 
only the Women's Institutes to lead the way. 
Theso children should bo their chief concern. 

The Women's Institutes novo taught the farm 
woman healthful ways of raising her family, Now 
a campaign for practical health services for rural

I wonder why we women sayi ing and the pinning before they 



of ourselves that we "keep 
house?" Is it a relic of the days 
when women were supposed to 
find peace and happiness — plus 
plenty of work — within the four 
walls of the home? A relic of the 
time when a man did all the 
thinking — when, if a man said, 
'The Liberals are all wrong 
— any thinking man MUST be a 
Conservative*' — and his wife 
would reply meekly, "Yes John, 
I'm sure you are right." When if 
a man said "I believe in predes- 
tination," his less-spectacular 
half would murmur "You are so 
clever, John, how can anyone 
think anything else?*' 

All this was balm to the mas- 
culine half of creation, but what 
effect was it bound to have on 
women? Not being able to have 
opinions about anything else, — at 
least not audibly— ti=ey "kept 
house" in earnest. 

When one thinks of the scrub- 
bing and the rubbing, the weav- 
ing and knitting, the cooking 
and washing that formed the 

background of their lives, one 
can understand that partly at 
any rate, it was an outlet for all 
the pent-up energies of mind and 
body. 

Women who were artists to 
their finger tips, but who would 
have been laughed at had they 
desired to paint, write or carve, 
found that in composing wonder- 
ful quilts, making rugs that were 
a good imitation of tapestry, or 
in embroidering and fine sewing 
there was room to express 
their beauty-loving instincts. And 
those who longed to heal and 
bind up wounds, but to whom 
at that time medicine and nurs- 
ing were barred, were veritable 
angels of comfort to sick neigh- 
bors and friends. 

When we look round our 
homes today, although I think 
we love them and care for them 
just as much as our fore-moth- 
ers (?) we see a more lived-in 
look to them, and if a neighbor 
SHOULD see a speck of dust on 
a supposed-to-be-shining surface, 
we are not apt to have hysterics 
after her leaving, as our great- 
grandmothers might have done. 

I can remember when every 
room in our house was carpeted, 
except the kitchen; carpets tack- 
ed tight against every side, and I 
can remember my father's reac- 
tion to the task of laying them, 
after housecleaning— ■ and he was 
a naturally patient, and good- 
humored man. 

But I think that the thing 
which causes me the greatest 
feeling of thankfulness is the 
curtains. Do many of you re- 
member the atrocities which 
adorned our windows years ago? 
Curtains which stretched from 
tiic lops of our windows lo the 
floor? Wide were they, With 
round or pointed scalloped edges, 
and they must hang immaculate 
in their whiteness, Stiff as starch 
could make them, and with every 
point exactly as it was intended 
to be. 

Well do I remember the cere- 
mony of the stretching, and could 
have wished the curtains were 
the inventors of them, and the 
Grand Inquisitor, turning the 
rack with them on it. The pull- 



were considered ready to be left 
to assume proper shape. 

The wails were nice to clean 
too — or rather what was on them. 
Pictures — and pictures — photo- 
graphs of every member of the 
family, from babyhood to old 
age, arid scenes, landscapes and 
things which never were on land 
or sea. 

I must say we always lived all 
over our house, but I can re- 
member parlors which no child- 
ish feet were ever allowed to 
profane. Looking back, they 
make me think of what an In- 
stitute speaker told us once. She 
said that on her first trip as a 
speaker— she was young, and she 
used this story to show the dif- 
ference in the way people lived 
then and now — she had to re- 
main over night at one place. 

She was enjoying the evening 
for the people were hospitable 
and friendly, but when it came 
to bed-time, she was shown into 
the parlor-bedroom. It was, in 
the first place, a long piece from 
the rest of the bedrooms, being 
downstairs—it was chilly, with 
the chill of a room seldom used, 
and to her horror she found that 
on a shelf, just where her eyes 
had to rest as she lay in bed, 
we're the coffin-plates of the fa- 
mily, right down from some re- 
mote ancestors. She said she 
never quite got over it. 

Oh, I think we women have 
advanced quite a bit — no one 
need ever tell me that the old 
ways were ALWAYS best! 

Our houses are easier to man- 
age—we can look after them and 
still have time to think for our- 
selves. We can read — not just the 
namby-pamby stuff that was 
once considered ail a woman 
should read or had brains to di- 
gest, but the best in all litera- 
ture is open to us, and we can 
even express opinions on it with- 
out it being insinuated — more or 
less gently — that women should 
be seen and not heard. 

We don't have to agree with 
John or Philip or Andrew, thai 
because Jacob So-and-so is a 
Conservative, that he is almost a 
superman — we can even vote as 
we please. When we think of the 
almost unbelievable fight some 
brave women put up to win the 
franchise it seems tragic that 
more do not, from that vantage 
point make known their wishes 
in regard to public affairs. 

Perhaps we were suppressed so 
long, it's hard for us to believe 
we really can influence the 
course of events, but I fancy we 
could do more if we cared to. 

Oh, we can be ourselves and 
u.se the talents the good Ood gave 
us, and still be housekeepers — 
for more real housekeepers and 
help-mates, because we know

As a decided break in the rush 
and routine of seeding we were 
privileged to attend a banquet 
on each of two consecutive eve- 
nings. The first evening was 
spent with 50 young people in 
the basement of Tempcranceville 
church, while the second even- 
ing was spent with ten times as 
many people from 100 times as 
many localities gathered in one 
of Toronto's largest hotels. The 
first meeting was addressed by 
Taylor Statten, director of voca- 
tional guidance at Pickering Col- 
lege, who has probably had as 
much experience with young peo- 
ple and their problems as has 
anyone in Canada. The second 
meeting was addressed by Car- 
son Ryan, an American educator 
who is recognized as outstand- 
ing in his field. 

To the impartial observer the 
two gatherings would have pre- 
sented a marked contrast. To 
such an observer the little group 
of church young people might 
have seemed insignificant in 
comparison with the host of peo- 
ple observing the ten-year anni- 
versary of the reopening of 
Pickering College. Ho would 
have expected moreover, that the 
thinking of the country kids 
would have been greatly inf. riot* 
lo that of the people in the more 
impressive meeting. And who 
would havo expected anything 
very deep In the address thai 
would be given at Tempcrance- 
ville, 

Yet Mr. Statten's talk on basic 
human urges nnd their relation 
to everyday life would compnro 
very favorably with Mr, Ryan's 
speech on the new education. A 
young man who has lived all his 



Tempcranceville corner led a 
very fine sing-song which was 
entered into with spirit. The 
musical numbers nt Toronto wore 
rendered by distinguished artists, 
yet those at Tempcranceville 
were a credit to the young ama- 
teurs who will yet make their 
mark. An editorial in the Tem- 
pcranceville Tutor (or is it "Toot- 
er"?) carried a searching analy- 
sis of social conditions that might 
have done credit to a master 
scholar, though it came from the 
pen of n farm boy. 

It is not my purpose to dotract 
in any way from the success of 
the Pickering College banquet. 
But I do wish to point out that 
all the learning and all the cul- 
ture is not in select urban gath- 
erings. It Is quite possible to de- 
velop "an aristocracy of charac- 
ter and intellect" In our little town 
ov country communities. At small 
cost there can be organized a 
very worthwhile evening pro- 
gram. And in this ease bo It said 
to the credit of Pickering Col- 
lege that its extension service has 
at least contributed in somo 
measure to the achievements in 
Tcmpcrancoville,

In June the lovely wild orchids 
bloom hidden in the heart of our 
swamps. The lady slipper, the 
mocassin flower, and the odd- 
shaped pitcher-plant, or hunts- 
man's cup, as it is often called. 
Not many people have ever seen 
them growing, for you have to 
brave mosquitoes by the million, 
and wade in swamp black water, 
with the danger of going in over 
the top of your rubber-boots 
every step, if you want to see 
them in bloom. 

But is it worth it? Indeed and 
double deed it is! t never saw 
anything to equal it! The first 
time I saw- them growing I 
couldn't believe my eyes. For 
once I was struck speechless! I 
was absolutely dumb, but when 1 
did recover my breath, no doubt 
I made up for it! My uncle had 
made sure they were nil in bloom 
before lie took us. It was to be a 
surprise, and he hadn't said what 
the surprise would be. lie would 
just laugh and say "Wail and 
see." Nature's flower garden! Oh 
how lovely it was— and how in- 
teresting! 

There they were, waving gen- 
tly in the breeze, those delicate 
pink lady slipper wild ovchids 
and the pretty yellow ones just 
a trifle smaller, that are culled 
the mocassin flower. In the bo- 
tany the pink ones are called 
Vvm\s* fly-trap. It is hard to be- 
lieve anything so beautiful could 
be a cannibal, but so it isl The 
top of the flower looks like a 
butterfly With spread wings, then 
there is n sort of throat with 
sticky hairs pointing down— and 
a sort of bag below something 
like a snap-dragon. The flies and 
other insects are attracted by tho 
sticky fluid— crawl in and the 
downward pointing hairs prevent 
their return. 

The pitcher-plant is another 
cannibal too, only it hos water 
down inside its pitcher-shaped 
leaf, and tho Insects drown. It 
makes a favorite breeding-place 
for n certain kind of mosquito. 
It gets its name of huntsman's 
cup because of tho water stored 
in its pitcher-shaped, stiff leaves, 
ami it Is snid many a huntsman 
lias been saved from death by 
thirst in deep swampy places by 
being able to drink tho water 
thus provided by nature, 

There Is a little legend about 
the wild orchid or Indian pink 
as some call It, or Arethusa. Arc- 
tium was supposed to be one of 
tho nymphs who attended the 
goddess Diana, the huntress, and 
was by her changed into a foun- 
tain that she might escape tho 
unwanted attentions of tho god 
of tho river, Alphcus, who was 
desperately in love with her. 
Arethusa Is a pretty name for it 
but I like lady slipper best, I 
think, and mocassin flower. 

There aro many more beauts* 
ful flowers, and flowering grass- 
es, that grow in the swamp, to 
say nothing of tho lovely golden 
marsh marigold, now out in full 
bloom, but they fado to Insignifi- 
cance When, the orchids aro in 
bloom. Beautiful always, but 
overshadowed by ferns and 
mosses and other wonderful 
things, Rut still you marvel how 
anything so beautiful, so exquis- 
ite as tho wild orchids, could 
flower in such a repulsive sur- 
rounding as our swamps and 
bogs, Nature must bo attempting 
to preserve thorn for us, by mak- 
ing thorn difficult to reach.

water at the source instead of 
taking some care to preserve it in 
its purity, while it is contained 
in its many miles of underground 
mains throughout the town. t 

"Lastly, we must see that these 
town mains and reservoirs are 
thoroughly flushed every year, 
which will go a long way toward 
keeping a first-class water sup- 
ply for our citizens. 

"While the water has been in 
disrepute, there has been a de- 
mand for the water from the few 
old, dug wells over town. A word 
of caution on this point is neces- 
sary. For several years back 
samples from a number of these 
wells have been sent to the de- 
partment in Toronto for analysis, 
with the report coming back that 
they are class "O" which means 
that they are unfit for drinking 
without being previously boiled. 

"Anyone having a well may 
have the water analyzed free of 
charge by making application to 
the M. O. H."

do everything. The spiritual 
power that creates is absolute- 
ly ignored and submerged. The 
three dictators, as seen in Russia, 
Italy and Germany, are dictating 
the brand of religion the state 
will permit, in tho same way as 
the brand of goods they will sell. 
The same thing is true of all the 
isms that are trying to get control 
of law today, such ns socialism, 
communism and fascism. They 
arc agreed that they can do with- 
out the spiritual or creative pow- 
er, because they think it is in gov- 
ernment. 

"The biographer of Ramsay 
MacDonald, who has recently re- 
tired from tho British govern- 
ment, says ho made the same mis- 
take, when 1)0 thought that by 
conferences and committees ho 
could bring about the peace of 
the world. He found out to his 
sorrow that there were some 
things the law could not do, But 
this elimination of the spiritual is 
not new: Paul had to face It in 
his day. Tho Romans with the 
most majestic systom of law tho 
world luis over known ignored 
the spiritual life that created 
things and made tho government 
do everything. 

"If any man knew the value of 
law It was Paul, for ho was 
brought up under tho Mosaic law. 
But he also saw its limitations 
and warned Rome that It was rid- 
ing for a fall. If ho were Hero 
today In western civilization ho 
would say tho same thing. And 
this fact may account for tho rlso 
and fall of governments today. 
Thoy aro crumbling under thoir 
own impossible burdens, 

"Supor-govovnmcnts are n great 
danger to spiritual culture today, 
lUtlor'H super-government a fow 
days ago tore down tho statue of. 
Mendolasohn from Berlin's public 
sciuaro and gave orders Hint his 
music was not to bo used in tho 
schools. Tho only reason given 
was becauso ho was a Christian 
by faith and a Jow by race, This

and that is that governments arcj 
pushing forward to the front of 
the world stage, taking the lime- 
light and subduing and control- 
ling everything before them. In 
what land is it not true, that 
where there are problems, the 
people say let the government 
solve them. If men arc hungry, 
let the government meet that 
need. We need to listen anew to 
the voice of Paul about what the 
law cannot do. 

"What can make up for the 
limitations of law? The spiritual 
side of life can supply the need. 
Paul puts il thus: Tho men that 
walk not after the flesh but tho 
spirit. Tho legal men walk after 
the flesh -but the creative men 
after the spirit. The ono works 
through the department of state- 
bureaus of administration and law 
courts, and the other works 
through homes, schools and 
churches. It is the home, the 
school and the church that pro- 
duce men that walk after tho 
spirit. Tho spiritual men aro the 
world's creators, 

"In the 18th century govern- 
ments were powerless to stop 

lawlessness and crime. Christi- 
anity reached its lowest obb since 
the dark ages. Tho people turn- 
ed to the government as they aro 
doing now, to change the fa'co of 
civilization. Tho government in- 
creased severe pcunltics on crimi- 
nals to no avail. Just then tho 
spiritual revival broke out under 
Whitfield and Wesley. That did 
what the law could not do, A new 
day was ushered In for humanity 
and religion, Shaftesbury succeed- 
ed with his industrial reform and 
Witberforce succeeded in freeing 
the slaves. Tho government It- 
self was remade by the move- 
ment, 

"The permanent factor in any 
civilization is not what the law 
can do but what It cannot do, 
The old governments of Greece 
have perished long ago but their 
culture still abides. The govern- 
ments of Palestine have gone but 
their spiritual culture is with us 
yet. It is a nation's spiritual life 
that builds or tears down govern- 
ments and at the last survives 
them. If you want good govern- 
ment in this country, then build 
up its spiritual life. 

"Our fathers built up a great 
democratic government because 
they put their great moral and 
spiritual qualities in it. Dr. Fos- 
dick has compared tho govern- 
ment to a pump, and tho water 
that it pumps is tho intellectual, 
moral and spiritual life of the 
pcoplo. When prohibition was 
made the law of tho land, tho 
pump started pumping what was 
in the pcoplo and there was not 
tho living water there to sustain 
it In force Tho pump could do no 
mora Prohibition was another 
thing tho law could not do. Wo 
need to look boyond tho pump to- 
day to tho living water that comes 
from tho homes, tho schools and 
the church, Tho law cannot give 
that living water. 

"Wo are grateful today for tho 
legal side that regulates tho af- 
fairs of men. Wo aro also grate- 
ful for tho spiritual sido that 
creates overything in tho affairs 
of men. But wo must bo careful

"Stop Over" For A Few Days 
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By Ruth Dingman Hebb 



A few days ago a large party 

of bird tourists visited in the 

j trees and bushes of our garden. 

A few of them will stay and 

build their nests in this district, 



| last feature is a characteristic of 
I both kinds. The two species are 
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but most of them will travel con- 
siderably farther north before- 
finding places to suit them. 

While these Warblers were 
with us, their bright colors, add- 
ed to the other brightly colored 
bi**ds who live here already, such 
as the beautiful orange and black 
Baltimore Orioles and the bright 
yellow and black Goldfinch- 
es, gave quite a tropi- 
cal effect to the countryside. 
Some English friends who were 
enjoying the birds v/ith us on 
May 24 were wondering why the 
English birds are not brightly 
colored like so many of our 
birds. 

With field glasses and bird 
guide we tried to identify as 
many as possible of the little 
Warblers which darted about 
among the leaves- Some of them 
were- easily recognized. The 
lovely Blackburnian Warbler, 
black and white with orange on 
his face, throat and breast, could 
be mistaken for no other Warb- 
ler. The Black-poll Warbler, 
which is, by the way, not too 
commonly seen, was also fairly 
easy to identify. It is black and 
white with a tiny black cap, 
much like that of our well-loved 
Chickadee. 

When it came to distinguish- 
ing the "myriad" of yellow-color- 
ed Warblers, the task became a 
bit more complicated, especially 
as these birds are never still a 
minute, but seem always to be 
darting from behind one leaf to 
another. However, we finally 
managetl to sort out the Yellow 
Warblers, mostly ail yellow, with 
tiny reddish brown beading on 
the breasts of the males; the lit- 
tle Wilson's or Black-capped 
Warblers, yellow too, but small- 
er with tiny black-caps; the 
Maryland Yellow-throats, yellow 
.and greyish, with a conspicuous 
black stripe on the cheek of the 
male. The females of all these 
species are less definitely mark- 
ed than the males and so, of 
course, added greatly to the con- 
fusion. 

There was only one kind that 
finally stumped us and these lit- 
tle Warblers wouldn't stay still 
long enough to be found out. 
They were either female Myrtle 
Warblers or female Magnolia 

* Warblers, but which? They 

.seemed to be greyish green with 

very conspicuous black streaks 

on their breasts, a bit of yellow 

I'^on their sides and a bright yel- 
low patch above their tails. This 
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quite similar, but the Myrtle 
Warbler is usually seen much 
earlier than the others. However, 
we had a sneaking suspicion that 
these were Myrtle Warblers all 
the same. 

After the guests had gone I 
could not resist the temptation 
to try again to identify these 
particular Warblers. Most of the 
birds were singing and as they 
all have their own characteristic 
songs, this is, of course, one of 
the most important clues to iden- 
tifying them. I distinguished the 
vigorous "Che-wee, che-wee, che- j 
wee" of the Yellow Warblers 
and the songs of several of the 
others, but I didn't hear the song 
of my problem bird, which re- 
mained unidentified. 

We certainly did have a lot of 
fun, though, watching these viv- 
idly colored little birds. We only 
wished they would all stay with 
us.

'Die walls may he made 
from fibre board in a panel and 
wainscot design. The ceiling, 
which can be a few shades darker, 
may be blocked with a scallop of 
the darker shade bordering the 
wall. 

Fibre board can be handled in 
a number of ways to produce an 
almost limitless variety of decora- 
tive treatments. With a simple 
tool for bevelling and grooving it 
can be fashioned into large or 
small panels, a straight line de- 
sign or a tile or masonry effect. 

This material can be used for 
either new or old interiors. It is 
easily adaptable for attic rooms 
and 00 new construction it can be 
applied directly to studs and 

joists. 

The wood floors may be scrap- 
ed, painted or varnished. A win- 
dow seat built in below the dor- 
mer window makes a pleasant 
place to read or sew. A shelf may 
form the top of the dressing 
table. A closet with space for the 
guest's clothes and adequate light 
plugs complete the essentials. 

Having acquired the back- 
ground for a guest room, the 
housewife with an eye on her bud- 
get may employ a number of dec- 
orative schemes that are easy on 
the family pocketbook. Gingham 
is inexpensive, colorful and laun- 
ders well. This material in a blue 
and white check with a binding 
of red braid might be used for 
the bedspread, dressing table 
skirt and as a valance for cur- 
tains of plain white voile. 

A chair with a red slip cover 
would add a touch of color and 
a plain blue rug or carpet would 
be a suitable floor covering. A 
chest, painted in bright colors, 
would fit in with the , general 
decorating scheme and would be 
on excellent place for the storing 
of extra blankets.

"Pioneering in education is a 
necessity in every age," said Dr. 
Ryan. "The best ideas tend to 
lose their vitality after a. time; 
the best schools become stereo- 
typed. Hence the value of such 
work as has been done these 
past ten years at Pickering 
College. 

"Especially important at the 
present time is an educational 
program for secondary schools 
that holds fast to that which is 
Rood, yet ventures courageously 
into new fields to meet the needs 
of youth. Each age considers it- 
self a time of special difficulty 
and significant transition, and it 
may prove that ours is no worse 
than others in this respect, but it 
is at least clear that extremely 
rapid changes have taken place 
within a few years in our indus- 
trial life in communications, and 
in the more intimate concerns of 
individual; family and commun- 
ity living. If secondary educa- 
tion is to fulfil its function it 
must take these changes ser- 
iously into account. 

"One of the great tasks of ed- 
ucation today is to help wox*k out 
a sound relationship between the 
individual and society. Modern 
sciences underlying human beha- 
vior have done much to confirm 
in now terms the faith in human 
nature that is the chief character- 
istic of the religious group promi- 
nent in the founding of Pickering 
College— the Society of Friends, 
or Quakers. The world is more 
than ever concerned today with 
human personality. We me 
gradually learning the necessity 
for building on the possibilities 
of the individual human being. 
We have learned something of 
the importance of oil that mokes 
for better human living— music 
and the arts, mental and physi- 
cal health, creative activity in *)l 
its forms. We ore not limited in 
education today— if It Is tKe 
right kind of education-. (u the 
traditional academic disciplines 
of the school. 

"But our interest In the indivi- 
dual is accompanied by a grow- 
ing conviction of man's obliga- 
tion to his fellows. Educotion is 
to help the individual not only 
for his own soke but for what ho 
can do as n well-developed 
human being in a modern co- 
operative society. The task of 
the modern school Is more and 
more recognized as that of help- 
ing the individual to live a more 
wholesome nnd fruitful life with 
other human beings — in home, 
in vocation, in social relations. 

"This means in turn that while 
modern schools are very much 
interested in the past, they are 
still more interested in the pre- 
sent and the future. They ex- 
plore the post in order to under- 
stand and plan the future. Even 
the more conservative among us 
look forward to growth and 
change; wo do not accept a static 
civilization. Most of us took for- 
ward hopefully to improvements 
in human living, nnd encourage 
the kind of education that is 
rooted in the needs and oppor- 
tunities of everyday life. 

"Schools everywhere are scru- 
tinizing their programs with o 
view to relating them more close- 
ly to essential human needs, This 
docs not mean discarding all or 
most of the older programs, but it 
doe.s moan a frank facing of the 
neods of the world today and a

my final examinations with my 
mind very much divided between 
English history of past centuries 
and thoughts of the new respon- 
sibility to which I had, by that 
time, committed myself. 

"The first few months of my 
return to Canada were occupied 
in exploring the educational pos- 
sibilities of a revivified Pickering 
College, making estimates of costs 
and in general laying the plans 
for the reopening. 

"It was early in the winter of 
1926-27 the board made the defi- 
nite decision to proceed with re- 
opening the following autumn. 

"I will not soon forget my first 
visit to the school. As all present 
here tonight are aware, the build- 
ing had been used as a hospital 
for some four years. It had been 
left in a not too happy condition. 
During the intervening six years 
there had been no heat in the 
building. Plaster had fallen from 
the walls, inches of dust had col- 
lected over everything and it 
seemed to me on that raw October 
day that the accumulated cold of 
six winters had been retained 
within the walls of the building. 
I was all alone making a prelimi- 
nary survey of the possibilities 
for readapting the old buildings 
for modern educational purposes. 
The visions of an ideal school 
located on the shores of a Cana- 
dian lake and subsequently modi- 
fied by visits to a large number 
of Kngljsh schools of a variety 
of types, seemed a far cry from 
the stark reality that I faced that 
afternoon. 

"I knew in my heart of hearts 
that I had the interest and en- 
thusiastic support of a number of 
those who were most anxious to 
sec the school reopened, but if 
there was a rather lonely, some- 
what disillusioned young man in 
Canada on that day, it was my- 
self. I remember being so cold 
inside the building that I hod to 
go out and run up and down In 
front in order to restore the cir- 
culation. The memory of that 
day is a tremendous contrast to 
the reality of the present. From 
being a potential headmaster of a 
school that was in process of res- 
urrection but locking staff or stu- 
dents, I find myself at the end of 
ten years looking back on n truly 
glorious period of growth and ac- 
tivity. The story of the develop- 
ment of those years is summariz- 
ed briefly in the following puges. 
"I would be less than generous 
if I failed at this time to pay my 
tribute of gratitude for the per- 
sonal opportunity that has been 
afforded me through the medium 
of the school. It would be pre- 
sumptuous, however, to accept 
more than o small measure of 
credit. It has been a co-operative 
project from beginning to end. 
Commencing with those members 
of the Board who had courage to 
entrust their hopes to one so un- 
tried, carying on through those 
members of the staff who have so 
loyally stayed by me In the sun- 
shine and shadow, and culminat- 
ing in os loyal n group of students 
and old boys as it has ever been 
the good fortune of a headmaster 
to have hod the privilege of teach- 
ing. 

"It is pleasant indeed to gather 
here tonight and reminisce. We 
miss the purpose, however, of 
this gathering if we feci that we 
have In any sense arrived. As I 
see it, all that has been done has 
been to lay tho foundations of a 
work which I hope will prove in- 
creasingly fruitful in tho years to 
come. We are passing a milestone 
but have not yet arrived at the 
goal."

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During the first three years of 
the depression the Canadian far- 
mer was particularly hard hit by 
a drastic decline in prices paid for 
agricultural products; the prices 
received for his produce fell more 
than the prices paid for the 
things he bought, according to an 
article furnished The Era by S. 
R. Stevens, local manager of the 
Bell Telephone Co. 

Figures by the Dominion Bur- 
eau of Statistics indicate that 
wholesale prices of manufactured 
goods declined less than 25 per- 
cent between 1929 and 1932, re- 
tail prices of foods, fuel, clothing, 
etc., felt less than 30 percent, 
while the wholesale prices of 
Canadian farm products fell over 
50 percent between those years. 
. A corrective process has been 
noted since the end of 1932. Sur- 
plus stocks have been reduced, 
demand, has increased with the 
widespread upturn in industrial 
activity, thus tending to restore 
the balance between prices of ag- 
ricultural and manufactured com- 
modities. By March of this year 
wholesale prices of manufactured 
goods had risen from 75 percent 
of the 1929 level in 1932 to 86 per- 
cent, retail prices had risen since 
1933 from 72 percent to 80 per- 
cent of the 1929 level and simi- 
larly the prices of Canadian farm 
products had swung up from be- 
low 50 percent to almost 90 per- 
cent. 

A concrete evidence of improv- 
ed conditions for the farmer is 
the report from Bell Telephone 
executives that rural telephones 
are being restored to service at a 
very satisfactory rate. The re- 
cently announced reductions in 
the annual charge for service 
have made an instant appeal and 
already a substantial proportion 
of the telephones discontinued 
during the bad years have been 
ordered reconnected. The present 
outlook is that within reasonable 
time rural telephones will be 
more widely used than ever. 

In this country where the rela- 
tive importance of agriculture is 
great and the prosperity of the 
country as a whole is so depend- 
ent on a thriving farming com- 
munity, the significance of this 
recovery of prices for farm; prod- 
ucts cannot be. stressed too much, 
Kvidcncc of this has been par- 
ticularly pronounced in the west 
Where the farmers depend large- 
ly for their income on tho sale of 
wheat, the price of which declin- 
ed from an average of $1.60 per 
bushel Manitoba (No. 1 Northern, 
Fort William basis) in July, 1929, 
to 42 cents in December, 1932. 
The rise since then to $1.36 per 
bushel in March, 1937, has reliev- 
ed some of the destitution caused 
by the combination of low prices 
and small crops. 

The effect of price changes and 
fluctuations in the total yields of 
farm products are reflected in es- 
timates by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics of the gross annual 
agricultural revenue of Canada, 
which indicate a decline of over 
50 percent from a total of $1,030 
million in 1929 to $770 million in 
1932 and o subsequent recovery 
to $1,060 million in 1936. 

The following table summar- 
izes the story of the foil and re- 
covery to date of farm income in 
Quebec, Ontario and the total for 
Canada.

ICED TEA SUGGESTED 

AS SUMMER BEVERAGE 

Iced tea is a deliciously differ- 
ent cool drink and very easily 
made. 

Use G heaping teaspoons of 
"Saluda" black tea. Infuse tea in 
one pint of freshly boiled water 
for six minutes. Strain, and pour 
liquid into a two-quart contain- 
er. While hot, add 1& cups of 
granulated sugar, and juice of 
two lemons. Then shake or stir 
contents well, until sugar is thor- 
oughly dissolved.
